ISSACS: The questions we are raising are questions relating to 

the murder, the assassination of Senator Robert Kennedy. Relate the 
unanswered questions, the things that might have been explored or 
explained to the American people. 

For one, Dick, I believe that, uh, others will join with me in 
wanting to know certain things, for Instance, we know from the 
autopsy report of Senator Kennedy that he was shot, from the 
back, from right to front - I'm sorry - from right to left, from 
left to front, from down to up. Uh, we point out that Slrhan is 
never In that position, but we have alleged In our complaint who 
was. We're going to be able toshow that there was a man behind him 
with a gun In his hand. We have a witness who saw him firing it. 

We believe that this information has been kept from the American 
people. We believe that they have a right to know, and, uh, the 
lawsuit we are filing this morning is to require the dfcsx&SEXH 
disclosure of this Information. 

Q - Is there some reason in your mind that the authorities would 
want to with hold this Information from the public? 

A - Well, that would be speculation on my part, uh, the thing that 
concerns me, of course, that whatever the motivation indeed, the 
people have a right to know. My desire, frankly, as an individual 
is to prevent these tragedies in the future and I'm asking that a 
recommendation be made for a public agency to investigate these 
assassinations to find out exactly how they came about, who did 
it and to prevent them in the future. 

Q - Do you have witnesses and, uh, possible testimony If It gets 
to court, do you have proof that these things are true that you 
are alleging. 

A - Yes, we have witnesses, we have proof, we have evidence, It's 
on tape, we have filmed evidence that has been made, the action 
filed by Theodore Charach, who spent two years iiisESfcigaiisn 
investigating this. I frankly was reluctant to file It from the 
standpoint of reopening old wound3, but I've become convinced that 
once we allow the truth to be deverted, or at least not to be fully 
explored, then we're all in trouble.
